Reports from 1,437 daily papers 


in the continental United States 
show they used a combined total 
of 5,289,458 Ions of newsprint in 
1953. 
according to a bulletin from 


the 
American 
Newspaper Pub- 


lishers association.

The ANPA es- 
timates its figures are 80.11 
cent of the probable total, which 
it believes will bo 6,142,897.
